Last week I posted a question about the Lil Lulu transmitter I came across. 
I have had many responses and help. I wish to thank everyone who sent me 
a note and information. 


However, My Lil Lulu is different. I think the unit I have is a prototype 
for the commercially made Lil Lulu. It is definitely homebrew and the tube 
line up is not the same. It uses a 12AX7 sp, 6V6 modulator, OB2 
regulator, 12AU7 oscillator, 6AK5 buffer, and a 6AG7 Power Amp There is 
no Filament Current Regulator tube. I believe this unit was to work with 6 


Volts thereby making it for older cars. The layout is basically the same 
but there are no Transistors, Transformer, or Chokes. The AC HV is fed 
through a socket in the back. There are four tan bullet type diodes 
mounted on a piece of perf board on the back panel and a can type 
electrolytic. There is no meter on the front. The tuning Cap. is two gang 
and not three gang. The Front panel controls are in a "U" around the 
tuning dial. Starting from the top left: Send/Rec. toggle sw., Hi Imp. 
Mic. jack, AF Gain, Carbon Mic. jack, PA Tune, Osc. On/Off toggle sw., Ant. 
Tune, Meter/Key jack, A1/A3 toggle switch. The tuning dial is a National 
vernier black dial type. 


I believe I got this unit at a Tri-County Radio Club auction in Murray 
Hill, NJ about 25 years ago. I came across it while looking for something 
the other day. It was buried among all the other radio stuff in the barn 
loft. I wonder if this could be one of the units originally built by the 
"Whippany Radio Club"? I don't remember that Club but someone mentioned 
it. I wonder if they were referring to the Tri-County group? 


By the way, some of the panel markings are in what looks like black 
transfer type and others are black grease pencil. Some of the parts 
definitely look like Bell Labs type parts. The chasis has the tube types 
stamped with orange paint. 


I wonder if there is anyone out there who may be familiar with this 
homebrew version of the Lil Lulu. I would really like to hear from you.

Radio: front panel an 8 or better, cabinet 7 or better with a few small 
blemishes and nicks, nothing serious. I tend to be conservative--you may 
think it's nicer. Original knobs. Innards unknown, but the top of the 
chassis is clean after I got rid of superficial dust and dirt. I hooked a 
clip lead to the antenna screw and everything seems to work okay--S meter 
functions, stations come in, dial lights come on.

You clearly have a LiL' LuLu from the period when Ed Ladd developed them as 
a club project, and before he went commercial as Whippany Labs after the town 
in NY(? I'm a Texan). 


I don't know how many club project L'uLus were made, but the figure of 250 
commercial TXs is again and again heard and 5 or 6 of the RXs. 


Ladd seems to have been a prototyper. I have the first prototype of a 
20-6M to 7.4 mc receive converter he once sold. As independent verification, 
Frank Jones' QSL cards for Six Meter QSOs in the period 1956-58 show two LuLu 


TXs and one of the Ladd converters. 


I have all this in mind as I am the registrar of L'il LuLus and keep a list 
of them by serial number and send occasional LuLu news to the holders. So 
far, all the commercial LuLu TXs have been four diget beginning with 10 and no 
number higher than 1084 is so far seen. Speaking of seeing things, I have 
never seen a L'il LuLu at all, but that did not keep certain folks at Dayton 
from encouraging me to start the list.

The Original 
Bell Laboratories were in Murray Hill, NJ which is were the Transistor was 
developed and the Echo Satellite was developed and many other things. One 
of the girls in my class at school was the daughter of Dr. Pierce, the 
inventory of the Pierce Oscillator and I believe of the Echo Satellite. It 
was an interesting area to live in and I knew many of the Scientists at the 
Labs because they were hams. I was just a kid back in the late fifties and 
early sixties but they took us kids under their wings and helped us 
tremendously. They eventually opened another Bell Labs in Whippany, NJ 
which is about 10 miles from Murray Hill.

>After writing this morning, I did a little more investigating and removed 
a large aluminum box from the back of the chasis. I wasn't sure what it 
was and wanted to see what was inside. It turned out to be what I believe 
is a filter of some kind, probably to remove generator or engine noise. It 
is Marked Western Electric INDR-221G. This makes the Bell Labs 
connection even stronger.
